DEATH OP HON. JOHN O. LYONS. 

Mr. Speaker, (Porter,) said: 

Senators: 1 received yesterday by a telegraphic 
dispatch Irom the Mayor ol the city of Louis 
ville, the melancholy intelligence that the Hon 
John G Lyons, who had, during the present sea 
siuti, repteseuted that city ou this floor with so 
much fidelity was no more. That he departed 
this lile yesterday morning, at his own home, In 
the bosom of bin family, and suirounded tiy 
friends. 

He has gone from among us, but he has left 
behind him, in this Senate, those who will ever 
cherish his memory with feelings of affection — 
The recollection of his amiability, his integrity, 
his dignified and ever courteous deportmeut to 
all, will ever remain fresh in our hearts. 

I know but little ol bis private history. He 
was a practical mechanic, who, by his ster 
iit'g integrity and nnfligging iaduatry, in early 
youth and lluough manhood, won for himself the 
confidence of all, which was the basis of suc- 
cess. 

Modest and retiring in his habits, political life 
had but. lew charms lor bin. But his city of 
which he was so loud at limes needed the BO tri- 
ces of such men in her own councils, as well as 
in the councils of ihe State, and be yielded to 
the solicitations of his friends. He always die 
charged the trusts confided to him wilb fidelity 
and to the satisfaction ol bis constituency, and 
was always greeted upon his return to that con 
stitueucy with "well done good and faithlul ser 
vant,"— <a welcome so pleasing to one conscious 



death. He married in early lile; the partner of 
his youth, who climbed wiih him up ihe steepof 
life to whom he was devotedly attached, survives 
him. He became a member and an Elder of the 
Christian Church at Flat Kock, io Shelby couu 
ty, nineteen years ago. After bis removal to the 
city of Louisville he became a member and an 
Elder in the Christian Church on Hancock street, 
aud was a member of that church at the time of 
his death. He was loved aud bouored bv his 
brethren for bis christian virtues, and sadness 
and sorrow now reign in that congregation for a 
loss which cannot be supplied ; sorrows which 
time alone can assuage. 

He was twice elected to the Legislature from the 
1st District in bis city; his public acts met with ' 
the universal favor and commendation of his 
Constituents; he was, in complement for his leg 
islative record, returned to the Senate Hisde- 
porlment, and the manoer io which he discharg- 
ed his duties here, are known to you all — the 
strictest integrity marked bis course. Those of 
us who were associated with bim in politics 
could rely with certainty upon his assistance; 
and those who differed with him in opiuion will 
pay his memory the merited tribute iu saying 
that his partisan feeling never led him astray from 
that path whicb marks the course of all truo and 
honorable men. 

Mr. Speaker, this is not the only occasion we 
have had for mourning siuce this Session com 
menced. 'I he memory of the mourning weed 
which shrouded our ball for the Lieutenant Gov - 
ertior of this Common wealth, is still fresh lothe 
memories ol every member of this body. This 
is but aoutber occasiou to remind us that this 
'-world is but a fleeting show;" that human lile 
is uncertain; that he who is iu tbe full vigor ot 
health to day, may to morrow shroud bis frieuds 
iu weeds of mourning. 

It is fit and proper that we should speak of 
• he merits of departed worth, that we should 
emulate their examples. The life and character 
ot the deceased, exnibit to us iu all of its force 
and beauty, oue of tbe brightest features in our 
government; thilao humble birth is no embar 
lassment to social and political elevation and 
preferment; that moral worth and integrity ot 
purpose, is the only certain and true road to 
buuorand torlune. Mr Lvous was the architect 
of bis own fortune; he was a mechanic, and ele 
vali d himself to that fame which will forever 
live and remain fresh aud green in the hearts nf 
all who knew him Such were the lite and 
character of that worthy and good man, whose 
death we now deplore. 

Mr. Pennesaker offered tbe following resolu 
lions: 

Whereas, It has pleased Almighty God to 
remove Irom among us our estimable associate, J. 
G- Lyons, late Senator Irom the Louisville dis 
trict, aud the Senate sharing in the general sor 
row wbicb this event, so melanoholy aud so 
startingly suddec baa produced, aud wishing to 
mark us appreciation ol his public services, and 
prirate virtues. Therefore, 

Bt it rtsol&d, Thai ihe Slate has lost an hon 
est and tauhlul public servant, and that we 
deeply sympathise with his family aud friends in 
their bercaiement. 'I hat as an evidence of our 
respect lor his memory we do now adjourn until 
to morrow. 

That a copy of these resolutions be forwarded 
to the widow of the laie Senator by the Speaker 
of tbe Senate, with a proper expression of our 
syn pathy tor ber in the Sad deprivaliou wbicb 
Providence has visted upon ber.

Immense Conflagration. 

On the atternooi; and during the night of the 
Qii in**., the town of Danville was visited uy a 
confl igratiun which, for its extent and the rapid 
ity of the devastation, Is unparalleled in the his 
tori of our Swte. 

The fire oimnienced.by accident, in the- dwel. 
ling of Prof. Matthews, which was soon con 
suinid, with his library, end a portion of his 
furnii uie. with a loss, ibeyond the insurance, ) 
of some two or three thousand dollars. By ibe 
ni'isi incredible exertions the adjoining houses 
were saved, when the cry was raised that the 
Reform Church was on fire- The wind blew a 
hurricane, driving the burning material in all di 
rections, and it. sooti became apparent that the 
church rould not be saved. The house of the 
Hon. J. F. Bell, near by, was seen to be on 
fire, and whilst tin- efforts of all were directed 
sin iiunualy towmds this point of danger, the 
devouring element had already aeizi d the house 
ol Dr. Irwin, od the opposite comer, advanc- 
ing rapidly towards a succession of inflamma- 
ble materials, consisting of frame houses, a liv 
ery siable of Mr. Stodghlll, Sic, and threaten- 
ing universal coi.fi igration. 

Whilst occupied itr buttling nobly against the 
danger here, the Court House was seeu to be in 
fl.mej Then the Episcopal Cliurch, and tlien, 
almost simultaneously, far down in the centre ol 
the business portion of the town , the flames were 
bur-ting Irom the roof of another house. Three 
times the fire at the Court liouse was eztin 
gut«hed, nnd the attention of the citizens were 
called to other scenes ol peril. 

But ibiic* wns the fire renewed irom adjoin- 
ing or distant buildings. House alter house 
caught in rapid succes.-ion, until the dimes, 
swipt on by the unabated violence of the wind, 
ivlled like a sea of fire over the devoted village. 

The large and costly hotel, knowu as the 
■'Batterton Hnuse," was entirely consumed with 
all the furniture A total loss. The whol 
of Main street, oc the north side, was swept 
away, except tw o buildings recently erected by 
Mr Chuiles Mitchell. 

The whole >quare from Welch's corner is 
one scene of desolation. The law offices ol 
Messrs. Bell.tfuwan, atid Fox, on the otber side 
of the street, were consumed. Three churches 
buttied — the Reformer, Episcopal, and Second 
Presbyterian. 

The fire raged until 11 o'clock at night, and 
as its fury was uncontrolable eTery citizen felt 
himself inset ure, and the streets were crowded 
with the most valuable goods and costly furni- 
ture, every where the fiire did not ultimately 
reach. Hie loss in business houses has fallen 
principally on the merchants, mechanics, and 
smaller shop keepers- The loss of dwellings, 
mainly, upon the widows and the poor. The 
small iraroe houses disappeared belore the ad 
trancing ocean of fire as stubble belore a whirl 
wind. 

These facts are derived from an eye witness 
who as-uies us that when he left, on Thursday 
morning, the scene of desolation beggared de 
sciiption. More tlian a dozen poor families, 
thrown penniless upon the world, without house 
or food, or raiment. 

Geue ous efforts are being made to relieve 
their sufferings, and *I5,H0H or 140.000 will be 
subscribed on the spot by benevolent individu 
sis. But the cjteut of calamity, tr.insceuds th 
largest individual- liberality. The total loss 
(bevoud iiisuiauce,) Is variously estimated from 
$3UU,Utll> to iSOO.OOO. 

A committee of jientlemen has been appointed 
ly the citizens to invoke the aid of the Legisla 
ture tor thise who have been thus suddenly de- 
prived ol alleaithly means of sustenance, and 
we would earnestly suggest that a more touching 
-appeal could hardly be presented 10 the Represeu 
taliwsot a leiieiotia people.

and jusi to piovidc lor the deaf, the blind, and the
